General MacArthur Speaks 


General Douglas MacArthur, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, addressed 42nd 
(Ruinbow) Division, Sunday evening, 
July 14, at the Division’s convention in 
Washington, D.C. 

General MacArthur served as chief 
of staff, commander of the 84th Infantry 
Brigade, and as Commander of the 42nd 
Division in the World War. 

Ilis address was broadeust over a 
coust-to-coust hook-up and was received 
with acclaim both by members of the 
Division’s association and by the thou- 
sands of listeners throughout the country. 

The text of his address follows: 

“Mr. President, and Gentlemen of 
the Rainbow; | thank you for the 
warmth of your greeting. It moves me 
deeply. It was with you I lived my 
greatest moments. It is of you T have my 
greatest memories. 


“Tt was seventeen years ago—those 
days of old have vanished tone and tint; 
they have gone glimmering through the 
dreams of things that were, Their mem- 
ory is a land where flowers of wondrous 
beauty and varied colors spring, watered 
by tears and coaxed and caresed into 
fuller bloom by the smiles of yesterday. 
Refrains no longer rise and fall from 
that land of used-to-be. We listen vainly, 
but with thirsty ear for the witching 
melodies of days that are gone 
Ghosts in olive drab and sky blue and 
German gray pass before our eyes; 
voices that have stolen away in the 
echoes from the battle fields no more 
ring out, The faint far whisper of for-

“The time indeed may come when the 
memory of the fields of Champagne and 
Picardy, of Verdun and the Argonne 
shall be dimmed by the obscurity of 
revolving years and recollected only as

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Army Promotion Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
Alabama, who was designated to speak 
in behalf of the bill said Thursday, that 
he thought it would come up for sure 
next week. “There are two more special 
rules ahead of us”, he added. “Those 
must be disposed of before the Speaker 
will give us recognition to bring up 
Army Promotion. Consideration depends 
upon the progress made in reaching a 

vote on these two other bills.” 

Mr. Hill said Thursday he was un- 
certain whether he would have charge 
on the floor; it might be yielded to 
Chairman McSwain who was expected 
to make a speech in favor of the mea- 
sure. While two hours were to be 
allowed for general debate Mr. Hill was 
hopeful that a vote could be had in less 
time than that. 

Chairman O'Connor of the House 
Rules Committee formally reported the 
rule for the Army promotion bill on 
July 15. The rule, as recorded in the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL last week, was 
favored by the committee on July 12 
after hearing Representatives McSwain, 
Hill and Hoeppel. It reads as follows: 


House Resolution 295 

Resolved, That immediately upon the 
adoption of this resolution it shall be in 
order to move that the House resolve itself 
into the Committee of the Whole House on 
the State of the Union for the consideration 
of 8. 1404, an act to promote the efficiency of 
the national defense. That after general de- 
bate, which shall be confined to the bill and 
continue not to exceed 2 hours, to be equally 
divided and controlled by the Committee on 
Military Affairs, the bill shall be read for 
amendment under the 5-minute rule. At the 
conclusion of the reading of the bill for

except one motion to recommit, with or with- 
out instructions. 

Representative Hoeppel, opponent of 
the promotion bill again used the appen- 
dix to the Congressional Record to ex- 
tend his remarks against the bill on 
July 18. 
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Seek Air Corps Funds 


A proposal to provide immediately 
$40,000,000 to reestablish the Air Corps 
of the Regular Army was _ initiated 
Tuesday at a meeting of the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee. Several of its 
members, including men of the Subcom- 
mittee that investigated the Air Corps at 
the last session of Congress, were behind 
this proposal. 

At their instance Secretary of War 
Dern, Assistant Secretary of War Wood- 
ring, Gen, Douglas MacArthur, chief of 
staff; and Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover, 
acting chief of the Air Corps, came be- 
fore the Committee to discuss the situ- 
ation. 

It was learned from these witnesses 
during an executive session that General 
Headquarters now has 319 fighting air- 
planes. Of these 147 are practically obso- 
lete, leaving 172 planes that are of use. 
The most to be hoped from the current 
program would be 258 fighting planes, 
which is a very meager outlook, when 
it is figured that the General Headquar- 
ters Air Force ought to have 980 fight- 
ing planes. With the rate of acquiring 
new planes now authorized, there would 
virtually be no prospect of the 980 maxi- 
mum. As a matter of fact the War De- 
partment witnesses pointed out, with all 
the wear and tear of operation, fighting 


planes would become obsolete more 
rapidly than new planes would be ac- 
quired. 


These figures applied to the General 
Headquarters force, leaving entirely out 
of reckoning airplanes on other duty 
with the Army, including the Reserve 
Officers Corps, where there are approxi- 
mately 1,400 planes. These are 710 short 
of the number the Baker Board recom- 
mended. The Regular Air Corps and the 
Reserve Corps will lose 405 planes from 
this quota during the present year by 
obolescence, 

With the presentation of these figures, 
Secretary Dern and Assistant Secretary 
Woodring joined Army officers in recom- 
mending that $40,000,000 in additional 
funds be appropriated to purchase more 
fighting planes forthwith. It was agreed 
the conditions were bad and that some- 
thing should be done to make up for the 
failure to purchase airplane equipment 
during the last four or five years. Argu- 
ments were made that the proposed ap- 
propriation of $40,000,000 eventually 
would effect a saving of eight or ten 
million dollars. 

With the adoption of this program the 
Military Affairs Committee authorized a 
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subcommittee, consisting of Representa- 
tives Rogers, of New Hampshire; Hill, 
of Alabama; Harter, Plumley and Me- 
Lean, to take up the matter of a $40,- 
000,000 appropriation with the House 
and Senate Appropriation Committees 
for the purchase of more fighting planes 
for the Army. 

Proceedure apparently will be through 
an effort toward an amendment in the 
Senate to the Second Deficiency Bill now 
pending there. That bill passed the 
House several weeks ago and was re- 
ported favorably to the Senate Monday. 
Chairman Rogers of the Subcommittee 
said Thursday the situation as to fight- 
ing planes was being made up in detail 
for presentation to the Senate and steps 
would be taken at once toward urging 
adoption there of the proposed amend- 
ment. 

At the same meeting of the House 
Military Affairs Committee War Depart- 
ment heads expressed interest in the 
Wilcox bill for establishing air bases at 
several strategic points. This bill was 
framed in the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee after exhaustive studies and passed 
by the House. It involved expenditures 
of about $120,000,000, which the Budget 
Bureau has failed to approve. This atti- 
tude of the Budget officials has halted 
consideration of the bill before the 
Senate. 

Hawaiian Dept. Maneuvers 

Ft. Shafter, T. H.—The Hawaiian De- 
partment under the command of Maj. 
Gen. Hugh A. Drum, on June 30th com- 
pleted its June maneuvers involving all 
the combat troops of the entire depart- 
ment. The alert period of these man- 
euvers were divided into three exercises, 
so planned that the department com- 
mander could best judge the facility of 
movements and the efficiency of motor- 
ized equipment much of which was used 
for the first time in Hawaiian man- 
euvers. 

Exercise I was a thorough workout 
for all units especially the air and the 
anti-air units, and consisted of day and 
night air-raids on Pearl Harbor and in- 
stallations with the anti-air batteries 
and searchlight batteries playing their 
usual part in defense. The 18th Com- 
posite Wing as an enemy force, less a 
small friendly air patrol conducted the 
raids. 

Exercise II was a complete inspection 
of all units within the department at 
their field pesitions. 

Exercise III was planned to cover the 
tactical, logistic and supply features of 
the defense of Oahu. Hostile forces 
were entirely imaginary in this exercise 
and umpire-control was established. 

General Drum, Chief Umpire, with 
Col. George R. Allin, IGD, and Lt. Col. 
V. L. Peterson, 3rd Engineers, as execu- 
tive assistants, assigned twenty-six other 
assistant umpires to carry out this con- 
trol. 

Immediately after maneuvers, General 
Drum issued a statement, extracts from 
which follow: 

“In concluding the June maneuvers of 
the Hawaiian department, the command- 
ing general, Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, 
desires to express his thanks to the 
public spirited citizens who so willingly 
permitted the use of their private prop- 
erty for camp sites, roads, water, ete., 
for these maneuvers. 

“The purpose of the maneuvers has 
been to train the command in the field 
under all conditions. The command has 
been recently motorized so the applica- 
tion of this equipment must be made to 
all problems of defense. The command 
must know its own possibilities with 
respect to speed and mobility: com- 
manders must accustom themselves to 
correspondingly quick decisions and 
rapid communication of same. 

“The general conclusions are that the 
personnel is alert, in excellent physical 
condition, well trained and in a high 
state of morale. More personnel is 
needed in order that we may properly 
carry out our mission. There is a short- 
age of airplanes, especially bombardment 








——_| 
and long range observation. 

“Lack of adequate roads for rapid 
movement is quite a handicap to the 
department. Should it be necessary 9, 
a moment’s notice to move the Hawaijy, 
division from Schofield Barracks to pp. 
vent an enemy landing in the Wajang 
pocket, it would be difficult to crogg thy 
Kole Kole Pass with the road in jx 
present condition. A hard surfaced ogy 
is a real need there at present. 

“The department needs modern tanks 
and armored cars. Equipment of thjg 
kind requires too much time in many. 
facture to be short-sighted in the matte 
of procurement. They are _ powerfyj 
weapons and would be absolutely neces 
sary in emergency. 

“However, the army is prepared ty 
defend the islands under any conditions 
and upon conclusion of these maneuyer 
the commanding general is confident thy 
past plans and preparations have bee 
carefully made.”

Continue Army Investigation 

The inquiry into Army quartermaster 
contracts by the House Military Affairs 
Committee was renewed Thursday with 
Joseph Silverman, jr., of Washington 
and New York on the witness stand and 
Chairman McSwain presiding. The 
testimony extended to many items of 
Silverman’s operations in surplus Army 
products, which, it was developed by 
Chairman McSwain involved durin 
fifteen years, an outlay of $476,000. This 
sum covered for personal expenses $311 
000 it was asserted; $85,000 for a 
torneys’ fees; and the balance fot 
travelling expenses.

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Submarine Course 


A class in submarine 
about twenty-two officers will be con- 
vened at the Submarine Base, New 
London, Conn., on January 3, 1936, the 
Bureau of Navigation announces. The 
duration of the course will be approxi- 
mately six months, and successful grad- 
uates will be assigned duty aboard sub- 
marines. 

Candidates should submit applications 
so as to arrive in the Bureau of Navi- 
gation not later than October 1, 1935. 
Applications shall contain indorsement 
by medical officer as to the candidate’s 
physical fitness for submarine duty. 
Candidates who have submitted requests 
for previous classes will resubmit same, 
provided they are still applicants. 

The commanding officer will include 
in his forwarding indorsement, a state- 
ment of his opinion as to the applicant's 
fitness for assignment to submarine 
duty, and if an ensign, whether or not 
he is qualified as officer-of-the-deck, 
underway. In making this indorsement, 
the Bureau of Navigation noted that it 
should be considered that duty in sub- 
marines can be satisfactorily performed 
only by efficers of ability. The safe- 
guarding of ship and crew in submarine 
duty in peace time demands an alertness 
differing little from that needed in time 
of war. 

Officers on first sea cruise, of and 
senior to the class of 19833A, are eligible 
for the January class. Those who are 
eligible are reminded that they will be 
available for submarine command at an 
earlier age than on any other combatant 
type, and that submarines offer excellent 
training, not only for command, but for 
many lines of technical duty.

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Naval Aviation Expenditures 


The Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy De- 
partment will spend a total of $40,732,- 
310 for new aeroplanes, engines, and 
equipment and aircraft maintenance this 
year, and in addition has authority to 
contract for additional planes to the ex- 
tent of $6,590,000. 


Just how many planes will be pur- 
chased with these funds, it is not yet 
definitely known, however, due to a cut 
made by the Bureau of the Budget and 
Congress in aviation funds. Originally, 
it had been planned to procure 555 air- 
planes, of which 282 would be replace- 
ments of obsolete craft and 273 would 
be new plines to equip the two new car- 
riers and the six new cruisers which 
will go into commission during the fol- 
lowing year. A study is being made at 
the Navy Department to determine the 
types and how many planes can be pur- 
chased with the funds available. 


Funds appropriated for new aircraft 
in the 1926 Navy supply bill total $26,- 
715,460, From this sum there must be 
expended $8,500,000 to pay for planes 
alrendy contracted. In addition how- 
there was the contract authoriza- 


ever, 
tion for $6,590,000, which makes $24,- 
805,660 actually provided for new 
planes. Approximately $40,000,000 was 


originally asked for by the Navy Depart- 
ment, which would have provided the 
5h planes contemplated. The eut will 
mean that 100 to 150 less will be bought, 
unless a deficiency appropriation is per- 
mitted. With this 24 million there must 
he procured not only new planes, but 
ulso engines and parts, including about 
17% per cent spares, a small non-rigid 
lighter-than-air craft, radio material and 
instruments for new aircraft. 


Involved in the study of the alloca- 
tion of the money is a dispute being the 


Bureau of Aeronautics and Naval Op- 
erations over the number of patrol 
planes. Whereas the number of other 


types of planes are fixed by the Fleet's 
needs, the large flying boats are prac- 
tically as sufficient into themselves as 
are ships and can be used to some ex- 
tent in the duties performed by ships. 
As au result of lessons learned in the 
recent maneuvers and in routine opera- 
tions of late, a study of the utility of 
the patrol planes was initiated at the 
Department. The Navy now possesses 
147 of these flying boats and has con- 
tracted for GO more, some of which are 
replacements. One factor to be consid- 
ered is the existing shortage of aircraft 
tenders. 


In additfon to money for new con- 
strvetion, there is available about 14 
million for maintenance. There was ap- 
proprinted $1,800,000 for the Naval Air- 
craft Factory, Philadelphia at which the 
Navy will construct a few planes of its 
own. Funds for experimental work total 
$2,408,000, while $7,059,870 was allowed 
for allotment to various air stations for 
ro'tine maintenance. The remaining 
fends were provided as follows: enata- 
pults, $120,000; arresting gear, $40,000; 
helinm, $10,000; lighter-than-air items, 
S410,.000; public works, $164,000; Bureau 
and field requisitions, $2,980,000; — re-

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Commend Comdr. Barnaby 
Secretary of the Navy Swanson has 
awarded a letter of commendation to 
Lt. Comdr.

This, 
in itself, as a pioneering and experimental 
glider descent, is worthy of special note. 
Furthermore, your unusual interest in this 
phase of aviation, which has continued since 
your first flight in 1909, is shown by the 
continuing record of accomplishment. It is 
noted that you hold the No. 1 soaring li- 
cense in the United States; that you advo- 
cated the use of gliders in preliminary avia- 
tion training; that you have taken part in 
all notional soaring meets since 1930. It is 
further noted that this training and ex- 
perience, which has been of inestimable bene- 
fit to the Navy, has been acquired by you 
largely on your own initiative, in your own 
time, and at your own expense. 

“It is most gratifying to note your many 
accomplishments and their value to the 
Navy, and I wish to commend you for your 
initiative, interest and experimentation in 
this highly specialized field of aviation.”

To Christen USS Reid 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson has 
designated Mrs. Carroll Power (Mrs. 
Beatrice Reid Power), of 1945 Calvert 
Street, Washington, D. C., as sponsor for 
Destroyer No. 369 to be christened USS 
Reid in honor of her granfather, the late 
Capt. Samuel Chester Reid, USN. 

The USS Reid, of 1500 tons displace- 
ment, which will be launched at Kearny, 
N. J., Sept. 1, 1935, was authorized by 
the National Industrial Recovery Act of 
June 1933. On July 1 she was reported 
as being 55.7 per cent complete and is 
scheduled for commissioning in April 
1936. 

This destroyer is the third vessel to be 
named in honor of Captain Reid. The 
first USS Reid (Destroyer No. 21) was 
commissioned in 1909. The second Reid 
was built in 1919 in the record time of 
454% working days. She was. stricken 
from the Navy list in 1981, 

Capt. Samuel Chester Reid was born 
in Norwich, Conn., August 25, 1788; the 
second son of Lt. John Reid, of the 
tritish Navy, who, while a prisoner, re 
signed from the Navy and espoused the 
American cause. Samuel Chester Reid 
entered the United States Navy in 17%: 
served on the Baltimore with Commo 
dore Truxtun and became master of the 
brig Merchant when 20 years of age: 
appointed master in the Navy in 184 
from New York and as a citizen of New 
York. He designed the United States 
flag in its present form.

“Dionysius, the ancient thinker, twenty 
centuries ago uttered these words: ‘It 
is a law of nature, common to all man- 
kind which time shall neither annul nor 
destroy, that those that have greater 
strength and power shall bear rule over 
those who have less.’ Unpleasant as 
they may be to hear, disagreeable as 
they may be to contemplate, the history 
of the world bears ample testimony to 
their truth and wisdom. When looking 
over the past, or when looking over the 
world in its present form, there is but 
one trend of events to be discerned—a 
constant change of tribes, clans, nations, 
the stronger ones replacing the others, 
the more vigorous ones pushing aside, 
absorbing, covering with oblivion the 
weak and the worn out.

Pay Akron Searchers 


President Roosevelt has signed an act 
“for the relief of the officers and men of 
the United States Naval and Marine 
Corps Reserves who performed flights 
in naval aircraft in connection with the 
search for victims and wreckage of the 
United States dirigible Akron.” The new 
statute applies to those who were “on 
authorized active or training duty with- 
out pay, between the dates of April 4, 
1933 and April 7, 1933, both dates in- 
clusive,” and declares they “shall be con- 
sidered as on active duty with pay and 
shall be entitled to pay and allowances 
prescribed by law.” 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson ap 
proved of the legislation, writing the 
Speaker of the House that “approxi- 
mately 100 Naval Reserve officers and 
men qualified for the performance of 
this duty, volunteered therefor, Actual 
flying was done during the search by 
27 Naval and Marine Corps Reserve avin 
tion officers and men. This duty was per 
formed in a volunteer status, without 
pay and allowances, and it is understood, 
at a monetary loss to certain of the in- 
dividuals on account of absence from 
regular employment.” The liw, just

THE SELECTION SYSTEM of promotion with its enforced retirements has 
lad anything but a happy season during this session of Congress. On every front 
it has heen the subject of attack, both from within and from without the services. 
Last Fall the War Department General Council’s plan for Army promotion was 
bereft of its selection up and selection out features when it was reviewed and 
revamped by the Chief of Staff and the Secretary of War. President Roosevelt 
endorsed the Army's plan without these features. The Marine Corps, previously 
brought under the selection system, has had a hard struggle with its bill to 
repeal Section 16 so as to permit the forced retirements of majors and lieutenant 
colonels. Senator Black, arch opponent of the manner in which the selection 
system operates, has made himself so strongly felt in the matter that the Senate 
Naval Committee, where the Marine Corps bill now rests, is not likely to proceed 
any further this session with the bill. The Navy Staff Corps bill, imposing 
forced retirement features on the selection system in the Staff Corps, sailed 
smoothly enough through the House Committee, the House itself, and the Senate 
Committee, but now is the subject of objections on the floor of the House. Object- 
ing officers of the Staff Corps, hitherto inarticulate, have prepared vigorous peti- 
tions for members of Congress assailing in no uncertain terms the provisions of 
the Department drafted measure. These doubtless will strengthen the hand of 
the objectors on the floor of the Senate and may forestall further consideration 
of the bill until the 1936 session. The latest move by selection advocates came 
in the Coast Guard where the Treasury sponsored bill was promptly reported out 
of the Senate Commerce Committee without hearings and as promptly recalled 
from the calendar and back to the committee when the informed officers in the 
field made their voices heard. With the experience and studies of the other armed 
services to guide them, Coast Guard officers were outspoken in their indignation 
at the attempt to impose such controversial features on their promotion system 


without giving them an opportunity to study its application and voice their 
views. Here, too, action likely will be postponed until the 1986 session of Congress. 


ven from the line of the Navy, long viewed as the stronghold of selection and forced 
retirements, there comes word that all is not well. The admirable survey made 
of fellow officers by Admiral William S. Sims, USN-Ret., was interpreted by him 
as indicating “that at least three quarters of the Navy are dissatisfied with the 
present system of promotion.” Lt. Comdr. Robert B. Carney, USN, in a_ bold 
article “Selection, Security and Morale”, published in the Naval Institute Pro- 
ceedings, likewise threw a revealing searchlight on the system. Certainly in view 
of all these expressions from many sources, Congress should take heed and make 
inquiry into the operation of the system in those services where it is now installed 
und the door should be opened for all to testify. 


THERE IS EVERY reason to believe that the important subject of increased 
grades and ratings for the enlisted personnel of the Army will come up for 
consideration of Congress next session. The General Staff studies already com- 
pleted doubtless will be supplemented by additional inquiries based on the in- 
creased enlisted strength now provided for the Army. The original Staff recom- 
mendations was for a bill giving the Secretary of War the authority to set the 
percentage of grades and ratings, similar to the authority granted the Secretary 
of the Navy, but later thought seems to hold to the view that better results would 
he achieved by having Congress itself set a higher percentage which then would 
be more binding on the Bureau of the Budget than a Secretary’s determination. 
With the War Department opening the subject and a sympathetic Congress it 
appears that the way is open for improvement in the non-commission promotion 
situation. Also there will be a vigorous effort to restore the long withheld 
reenlistment bonus for all the services. (Continued through a provision in the 
Treasury-Post Office bill, this last vestige of the pay cut should have been banished 
when the other pay cuts were eliminated. Truly if a retroactive act were ever 
justified it is in this case.

Line officers of the rank of Lieutenant Commander and Lieutenant are eligible 
for this assignment and all requests from officers of the above ranks wil] jy 
considered by the Bureau of Navigation. However, applications from offi 
of the Naval Academy Class of 1920 are particularly desired. The Board to 
consider applications for the fiscal year 1936 will convene in October of this 
year. All applications should be addressed to the Chief of the Bureau of Navigy. 
tion and should be forwarded at such time as to arrive in the Burean no 
later than October 7, 1935. 

The board will consider only those applications submitted through officig 
channels, appended indorsements, the officers’ records, and special letters fron 
officers under whose direct supervision the applicant has served.

Marine Corps Personnel Bill.—The House bill, for repeal of Section 16, so as to 
provide forced retirement of Marine Corps officers in the grades of major and lieu.

Increase in Navy Enlisted Personnel—The Navy will begin the year with 82.0 
men and finish the year with 98,500. About 5,000 of the increase will be required 
for new construction and the remainder has been distributed through the servic. 

Attention of the Fleet is being called to the fact that these 11,000 men will! 
recruits, and the Fleet is faced with the task of supplying the petty officers for 
the new construction in addition to their own attrition. Commanding officers 4 
urged to encourage desirable men to complete the Bureau of Navigation Traini 
Courses and otherwise qualify themselves for promotion. It is estimated ther 
will be about 6,000 advancements authorized each quarter.

During the World War he commanded 
the 39th Infantry in the Aisne-Marne, 
St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offensives. 
He was wounded in action in France and 
received an Oak Leaf Cluster on his 
Distinguished Service Cross for gal- 
lantry. He also was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal by the United 
States and the decorations of the Legion 
of Honor and the Croix de Guerre by 
France. 

General Bolles is a distinguished grad- 
uate of the Army School of the Line 
and a graduate of the Army Staff School 
and the Army War College. He is on 
the General Staff Corps Eligible List.

Steamship Rates in Export Trade 

H. Russell Amory, Acting Director of 
the United States Shipping Board Bu- 
reau, Department of Commerce, has 
made public an order issued by Secretary 
Roper requiring all common carriers by 
water in the foreign trade of the United 
States hereafter to file, within thirty 
days of the effective date, all their rates 
and charges from the United States to 
Foreign countries. 

The order was accompanied by a re- 
port based on evidence brought out in 
hearings conducted in New York, San 
Francisco, and New Orleans by the Ship- 
ping Board Bureau’s Division of Regula- 
tions. 

The report is substantially the same 
as the report proposed by the Shipping 
Board Bureau and released on January 
22, 1935. The order of the Secretary, 
however, differs from that proposed 
originally by the Shipping Board Bureau, 
mainly in the fact that it does not re- 
quire advence notice of rate charges. 

The report states that the original 
recommendations of the Shipping Board

“In order that a clear understanding 
may be had of what this bill proposes 
to do,” it was stated in the House's 
explanation, “the following is an ex- 
planation of what is expected to be ac- 
complished and how it is to be done. 

“Section 1: The authorized enlisted 
strength of the Navy is 137,485 men. 
Existing law provides that the author- 





ized line-officer strength on the active | 
list of the Navy shall be 4 per cent of 
this number of enlisted men, or 5,499 
officers. This bill proposes to increase 
the percentage from 4 to 4%, which will 
vive an authorized oflicer strength of 
6531. The Navy Department plans to 


build up to this line-officer strength by 
securing appropriations for four appoint- 
ments to the Naval Academy in July, 
1935, and five appointments effective in 
1936 and thereafter. 

“Section 2 provides that the percent- 
age distribution in grades shall continue 
in accordance with existing law, with a 
numerical limitation in time of peace on 
the number of rear admirals, captains, 
and commanders and with the excess to 
be carried in the grade of lieutenant 
commander, The distribution in grades 
to be made on a basis of 5,499 line offi- 
cers until June 30, 1936, and thereafter 
on the actual number of line officers on 
the active list. With an authorized offi- 
cer strength of 6,531, distributed in 
grades as provided in this bill, there 
will be 58 rear admirals, 240 captains, 
515 commanders, 1,016 lieutenant com- 
manders, 1,959 lieutenants, and 2.743 
lieutenants, junior grade, and ensigns. 

“The act of May 29, 1984, provides for 
the retirement of lieutenants with 14 
years of commissioned service and lieu- 
tenants, junior grade, with 7 years of 
commissioned service if they have not 
been selected for promotion by a selec- 
tion board. Section 3 of this bill amends 
this act of May 29, 1984, by extending 
the commissioned service of lieutenants 
to 21 years, or when they become 45 
years old, and of lieutenants, junior 
grade, to 14 years before they can be 
retired. It further amends the act of 
May 29, 1934. by providing that lieu- 
tenants not selected after 14 years’ com- 
missioned service and lieutenants, junior 
grade, not selected after 7 years’ com- 
missioned service shall be carried as ad- 
ditional numbers in their respective 
grades until they are either selected or 
retired. The retention of these officers 
on the active list for a longer period of 
time is necessary to meet the officer re- 
quirements of the Navy for the ships 
now built and building. 

“Section 4 authorizes an increase in 
the number of dental officers in the Navy 
from 1 for each 1,000 of the total an- 
thorized number of officers and enlisted 
men of the Navy and Marine Corps to 
1 for each 500 of the actual number of 
officers and men. It also changes the 
language of existing law regarding the

OBITUARIES 

Capt. Daniel Throckmorton Ghent, 
USN-Ret., died July 11 in Los Angeles, 
Calif. He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Edna Geneva Ghent, now in Los Angeles. 

Captain Ghent was born October 6, 
1880 in Belton, Tex., and appointed to 
the Naval Academy in 1899. In 1912 
he served as Executive Officer and Navi- 
gator on the USS Nashville and in 1913 
was transferred to the USS Nebraska 
as First Lieutenant. He commanded the 
USS Paulding in 1914, and in February, 
1915, was transferred to the USS Sacra- 
mento. 

In May 1917 he was ordered to re- 
port to Rear Adm. Albert Gleaves, USN, 
Commander Cruiser and Transport Force 
and was assigned to duty on the Army 
Transport Antilles. On October 17, 1917, 
the Antilles, proceding with the USS 
Henderson and the USS Willehad was 
torpedoed two days out from Quiberon 
Bay bound for America. Captain Ghent 
immediately gave orders to abandon the 
ship while guns were manned for a shot 
at an enemy submarine. Although the 
vessel sank in 4% minutes, one hundred 
sixty-seven of the 234 persons aboard 
the Antilles were saved. For his services 
Captain Ghent was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal with a citation 
which stated that his actions were in 
accord with the best traditions of the 
Naval Service. 

He attended the Naval War College, 
July, 1925, to June, 1926. On February 
1, 1982 was transferred to the retired

list of the Navy at his own request after 
thirty years’ service.

News of the death in Washington, 
D. C,. on July 12, 1935 of Lt. Col. Wil- 
liam ©. Miller, USA, will be received 
with deep sorrow by his friends. Colonel 
Miller was born in Florida, March 25, 
1881; graduated at the USMA, with the 
class of 1905, and was commissioned 
Second Lieutenant, 23d Infantry.

Colonel Miller’s youthful spirit and 
keenness of humor found harmony in 
dealing with the Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps at the Citadel, 8. C., and at 
Rutgers College in New Jersey. While 
he formally taught military art the 
example of ‘this Christian life intangibly 
but enduringly built character into the 
youth under his direction. 

Hie was eminently a just man. This 
quality caused his subordinates to rely 
implicitly on his sense of fair play and 
brought about mutual loyalty to a high 
degree. 

Realizing that not all who prepare 
can be chosen, he felt, nevertheless, that 
if selected he must be found prepared. 
Consequently, he prepared himself for 
high command by completing the courses 
at the Infantry School, the School of the

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CCC Activities 
Robert Fechner, Director of Emer- 
gency Conservation Work, announced 


July 18 that since June 15 a total of 333 
additional Civilian Conservation Corps 
camps had been established and 85,354 
new CCC men enrolled in the corps. As 
of July 13, the Director said, the en- 
rolled strength of the CCC was 388,000. 
The number of camps in operation on 
that date, as shown by War Department 
reports from the nine Army corps areas, 
was 1,973. All camps have an enrolled 
strength of 200 men. 

The total number of enrolled men in 
forest and park camps, including the 
CCC, Indians in camps on Indian reser- 
vations and residents of Hawali, the 
Virgin Islands, Puerto Rico and Alaska, 
was 404,000 as of July 13. A _ recent 
report from the Office of Indian Affairs 
of the Department of the Interior dis- 
closed that 12,000 Indians are now at 
work on reforestation, soil erosion, 
grazing and water conservation projects 
on Indian reservations, 

The enrollment of new men for the 
purpose of raising the strength of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps to a peak of 
600,000 was begun by the War Depart- 
ment on June 15. The Department of 
Labor, through state directors of selec- 
tion, is selecting the young men’s quota. 
The war veterans are being selected by 
the Veterans’ Administration through 
its regional offices. More than 1,000 new 
sets of camp buildings for the use of 
the expanded CCC are now under con- 
struction by the War Department. All 
men selected for the CCC are being 
taken from public relief rolls.

Would Censor Officers 
Senators Bennett Clark, of Missouri, 
and Nye, of North Dakota, are joint 
authors of a bill, referred to the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee “to prohibit 
officers of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps from making public statements, or 
publishing articles, relating to interna- 
tional affairs without express author- 
ity.” It provides for trial by court 

martial, in the following language: 
“Any officer of the Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps of the United States who 
shall make any public statement or 
speech, or prepare for publication and 
cause to be published any article, dis- 
cussing or relating to international af- 
fairs, without submitting a copy thereof 











to the Secretary of War or the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, as the case may be, 
and receiving the express approval of 
such Secretary before making the state- 
ment or speech, or before publication of 
the article, shall be tried by a court 
martial and shall be dismissed from the 
service or suffer such other punishment 
as the court martial may direct.” 

Senator Sheppard, Chairman of Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, said he had had 
no opportunity to study the bill and 
therefore preferred to make no comment 
on it. 





“Father of U. S. Navy” 

Postmaster General Farley, who has 
been petitioned from various quarters 
to issue commemorative stamps both for 
John Barry and for John Paul Jones, 
has asked the Navy Department which 
one is the father of the American Navy. 

The reply was short: 

“The Navy Department has never des- 
ignated anyone as the father of the 
American Navy.

Vetoes Honorable Discharge 

President Roosevelt has vetoed under 
date of July 8, a House Bill providing 
that “in the administration of any laws 
conferring rights, privileges and benefits 
upon honorably discharged — soldiers 
Joseph W. Harley shall hereafter be 
held and considered to have been hon- 
orably discharged from the military ser- 
vice of the United States on November 
10, 1903.” 

The President returned the bill, he 
stated, because of a report from the Sec- 
retary of War in reply to a White House 
inquiry. This showed that following 
other enlistments Harley enlisted June 
5, 1902, at Milwaukee, Wis., and was as- 
signed to the Sixty-ninth Company, 
Coast Artillery, and deserted the ser- 
vice November 10, 19038, at Ft. Monroe, 
Va., a private. His final record was a 
deserter at large. The bill in his behalf 
was passed by Congress, apparently on 
the grounds that the “soldier was men- 
tally and physically affected by service 
in the Philippine Islands and should not 
have reenlisted in the Army.” 


In strongly recommending that the 
act be not approved Secretary Dern 


wrote that “the enactment of this bill 
into law would, in effect, constitute a 
legislative pardon for a man whose 
status is now that of a deserter at large 
and would single out for preferential 
treatment one individual of a large but 
undetermined number of former soldiers 
whose status is identical with that of 
the man now under discussion. More- 
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over, the enactment would place q may

orable. Furthermore, the enactment ¢
